Air Power 
Alone Won't 
Win Wars 


I recaU that in World War II 


the Germans seized a monastery 
on a mountain in Italy, hid long- 
range artillery in the rocky 
caves, and proceeded to make 
life miserable for American GIs 
on the plain below. 


Our Air Force grouped for one 


mighty blow that was expected 
to wipe out the mountain's 
cannons. Planes dropped 1,000 
tons of bombs on the mountain— 
but when the bombing was over 
the Germans resumed artillery 
fire from their rocky lairs. 


World War II offered a similar 


experience in the Pacific, where 
planes failed to run the Japanese 
out of caves on rocky islands— 
and ground troops finally did the 
job with flame-throwers. 


Air Power is vital, of course, 


but once more we are learning its 
limitations—in the Southeast 
Asia war. You read on this page 
yesterday an AP dispatch from 
Saigon admitting that the supply 
route through the Plain of Jars 
which had been under constant 
bombardment by our flyers had 
finally fallen back into the hands 
of the enemy's ground troops. 


The meaning is clear to all. A 


great Englishman once said that 
the beauty of sea power is that 
you can take as much or as little 
of a war as you like. But this isn't 
true ofc air power—as Americans 
are now discovering. 


It should caution us in making 


mutual defense treaties in the 
future. I think we got into the 
Southeast Asia trouble with the 
expectation that we could 
discharge our obligation with air 
power alone—not requiring the 
use of our ground forces. But the 
facts of war are grimly different. 


Air power is vital in support of 


ground troops—but 
without 


troops the bombers are made to 
look pretty futile on the pages of 
history. 
Children Die 
in House Fire 
HUMNOKE, Ark. (AP)—Two 


children on a Christmas visit 
with their grandparents died 
early today in a fire that de- 
stroyed a farm home about four 
miles southeast of this Lonoke 
County community. Another 
child was burned critically. 


Sheriff Warren Minton identi- 


fied the dead as Donald Calvin 
Lewis, 14, and his sister, Donna 
Catherine Lewis, 12, who the 
sheriff said were visiting from 
New Mexico. Burned critically 
was Lewis Edward Wood, 15, 
Minton said. 


Minton said the three were 


sleeping in the front bedroom 
of the home of the Lewis chil- 
dren's grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Rufus 0. Wood. The Woods 
and a son, Clarence Leon Wood, 
26, escaped injury. 


The sheriff said the elderly 


Wood awoke about 4 a.m today 
to find the front part of the 
frame house in flames. 


Minton said the grandparents 


and Clarence Wood broke a 
window to the front bedroom 
and were able to reach in and 
bring out Lewis Wood, but were 
unsuccessful in attempts to res- 
cue the other two children. 


The sheriff said the cause of 


the fire was not known. He said 
the house was destroyed.

loaded with economic, social, 
military, police and who knows 
what other problems, it needs

Many Americans are willing 


to help, and perhaps their help 
may be accepted on a private 
basis. But dispatches say that 
leaders of the new regime, as 
of now, scorn help from the

Washington is viewed as having 
supported the West Pakistani 
regime in the conflict. 


This limits Bangle's options.

mally today in the last action 
of its eventful three-month 26th 
session, held over for one day 
to name a successor to U 
Thant. 


His appointment was assured 


when the Security Council rec- 
ommended him for the post

Nixon Promised No More Surprises 


Pay Raises Above 
7% Are Ruled Out

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


unexpected action by the five 
business members of the Pay 
Board has called into question 
virtually 
all 
scheduled 
pay 


raises that exceed 7 per cent a 
year. 


Shortly before midnight EST 


Tuesday they issued a state- 
ment automatically challenging 
any future raises over 7 per 
cent in contracts that began be- 
fore the wage freeze started 
last Aug. 15. 


The statement was issued by 


Virgil Day, a General Electric 
Co. vice president, on behalf of 
himself and the other four busi- 
ness members. 


Challenged raises in old con- 


tracts can be rolled back if a 
majority of the liknember la- 


bor-public-business board finds 
them to be "unreasonably in- 
consistent" with the board's 
general 
guideline that 
new 


agreements can't contain raises 
more than 5.5 per cent a year 
except 
in 
special 
circum- 


stances. 


The business members' move 


appeared aimed particularly at 
the 
construction 
industry, 


where scheduled raises for the 
coming year far exceed the 6.1 
per cent average that the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics says 
prevails for 1972 raises in all 
big labor pacts. 


The statement challenges "all 


contracts 
and 
pay-practice 


commitments 
made prior to 


Aug. 15, 1971 ...." 


No mention is made of wheth- 


er agreements made during the 
Aug. 15-Nov. 14 wage freeze will 
also be challenged. 


Previously, 
new raises in 


agreements 
reached 
before 


Nov. 14 were subject to auto- 
matic Pay Board review only if 
they cover 1,000 or more per- 
sons. 


One labor member of the 


board immediately questioned 
whether 
business 
members 


could issue such a blanket chal- 
lenge. He said he thinks con- 
tracts must be challenged indi- 
vidually or not at all. 


The surprise move by the 


business members was 
an- 


nounced after a marathon ses- 
sion in which the dissent-ridden 
board put off for a second time 
a decision on whether to ap- 
prove 12-per-cent raises in new 
aerospace labor agreements af- 
fecting, directly or indirectly, 
some 300,000 production work- 
ers nationwide. 


To Free Political Leader 


RAWALPINDI, 
Pakistan 


(AP) — President Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto says he will release 
Sheik Mujibur Rahman, the 
East Pakistani political leader, 
from prison but will keep him 
under house arrest. 


Bhutto said the change from 


imprisonment to house arrest 
was a step in seeking a politi- 
cal settlement with Pakistan's 
lost eastern province which be- 
came the separate state of 
Bangla Desh as a result of the 
two-week war between India 
and Pakistan. India says Mu- 
jib's release and return to the 
East will be key requirements 
in any peace negotiations. 


The 
new 
president 
has 


pledged to regain the eastern 
wing of the country and under- 
lined 
his 
intentions 
earlier 


Tuesday by naming an East 


Pakistani, Nurul Amin, as his 
vice president. 


Bhutto told newsmen at a re- 


ception he will go to Peking be- 
fore entering talks with India 
about a postwar settlement. 
China backed Pakistan in the 
war. 


He also said he would not 


convene the National Assembly 
until a settlement with India is 
reached. 


Sheik Mujib's Awami League 


won a majority in the assembly 
elections a year ago, but then 
President Agha Mohammed 
Yahya Khan nullified its victo- 
ry when he ordered his troops 
in East Pakistan to crush the 
league's 
independence 
move- 


ment. Sheik Mujib was arrested 
March 25. 


The new Pakistani vice presi- 


cL'nt is a coruwrvative who op-- 


posed both Bhutto's leftist Paki- 
stan People's party and East 
Pakistani 
independence. 
He 


was one of the two East Paki- 
stanis elected to the assembly 
who were not from the Awami 
League; Sheik Mujib's forces 
won 167 seats. Bhutto's party 
won 82 of the 139 seats in West 
Pakistan. 


Bhutto appointed three new 


civilian state governors in West 
Pakistan today and retired four 
military governors, bringing to 
10 the number of generals pur- 
ged since he took office Mon- 
day. 


Bhutto also announced he will 


soon give up his title as chief 
martial law administrator. But 
he reserved four Cabinet por- 
tfolios for himself—defense, for- 
eign affairs, interior and inter- 
provincial affairo. 


Nixon Achieves Major Aims

of his major legislative aims 
and the two big items in sus- 
pense—welfare reform and rev- 
enue sharing—will be enacted 
next year,

course of a review of Nixon's 
third year in office by Herbert 
G. Klein, White House chief of 
communications, 
and

MacGregor, head lobbyist in 
Congress for administration 
proposals. 


Klein told newsmen the year 


was one of "bold changes ... 
whose effect will be felt for 10 
years." 


Among 
domestic 
achieve- 


ments, Klein cited enactment of 
the $15.8 billion tax-cut bill and 
Social Security benefit increas- 
es, programs to fight cancer, 
sickle cell anemia and drug 
abuse, environmental 
legisla- 


tion, attention to minorities 
both in legislation and execu- 
tive appointments, "a major 
appeal to young people" who 
received the right to vote at 18, 


and stimulation of the long-lag- 
ging housing industry. 


Welfare reform, which Nixon 


once listed at the top of his do- 
mestic priorities, has 
been 


stalled in the Senate Finance 
Committee 
since the 
House 


passed it early this year. 


But MacGregor said the com- 


mittee chairman, Sen. Russell 
B. Long, D-La., has given as- 
surances that the bill will be 
moved out before March 1 for 
Senate action. 


The provision for a federal 


guarantee of income for needy 
families may not be in the bill 
when the committee reports it, 
MacGregor acknowledged, but 
he indicated the administration 
is optimistic about the chances 
of restoring it on the Senate 
floor or in the House-Senate 
conference. 


MacGregor said he is not dis-

Nixon made the headlines the 


first day, much to the dis- 
pleasure of some British offi- 
cials, by making two announce- 
ments that had no direct rela- 
tion to the meeting. 


The President said the United 


States had abandoned its 10- 
per-cent surcharge on imports 
from abroad and that it would 
join Europe in granting prefer- 
ential tariff treatment, if Con- 
gress agrees, 
to developing 


countries. 


Heath was asked at his news 


conference if Nixon had given 
any assurances that last sum- 
mer's surprises would not be 


repeated. The prime minister 
said he had received such a 
commitment and pointed to a 
sentence in the conference-end- 
ing communique that said: 


"In view of the significance 


of the natural relationship be- 
tween the United Kingdom and 
the United States, they resolved 
to maintain their close and con- 
tinuing consultation at all levels 
in their approach to world 
problems " 


Both Nixon and Heath, in m- 


formal remarks before parting, 
proclaimed that long-standing 
Anglo-American friendship and 
collaboration will continue de- 
spite 
the fast-paced changes 


that are altering the relation- 
ship between the two allies. 


At 
his 
news conference, 


Heath forecast that Britain's 
planned entry 
into the Eu- 


ropean Conuuon Market would 
promote "u much more evenly 
balanced partnership" between 
Kurope and the United States. 


As an element of the partner-

Heath 
asserted,

would be greater trans-Atlantic 
give and take and consultation 
in the economic, political and 
defense spheres.

White House looked back over 
1971 
today and pointed to its 


new China policy, the continued 
winding down of the Vietnam 
war and the movement toward 
international economic reforms 
as its major

achievements during the year. 


In releasing a year-end re- 


view on the status of adminis- 
tration 
policy. 
White 
House 


aide Herbert Klein said 1971 
"was a highly significant year, 
a year that set trends for the 
next 10 to 15 years, a year of 
changes bold and strong." 


The 30-page position paper 


naturally stressed what the ad- 
ministration figures to be its 
strong points. It was described 
by another presidential aide, 
Clark MacGregor, as "an hon- 
est, 
put-your-best-foot-forward 


piece." 


There 
were, however, ac- 


knowledgments by MacGregor 
and Klein in a briefing with re- 
porters that 1971 saw 
some 


goals unattained in foreign pol- 
icy, even some losses. 


But by-and-large, the accent 


was positive. ' 


In Vietnam, the 
statement 


apid, "The .ft-gsident was cajr- 
rying"out his"pledge to end the 
American involvement in a way 
that would contribute to a larg- 
er and a lasting peace. 


"By year's end, he had cut 


the number of American troops 
in Vietnam to less than a third 
of what it was when he took of- 
fice, 
while 
the 
number 
of 


Americans killed in action had 
been cut from almost 300 per 
week to less than 10 and he was 


able to announce on Nov. 12 
that the 
American 
offensive 


ground combat role had end- 
ed." 


This indicated, Klein 
said, 


"that the great success of Viet- 
namization was a hallmark of 
the year 1971." 


Because 
of these 
achieve- 


ments, the statement went on, 
"There now exists reasonable 
expectation that President Nix- 
on's 'one irreducible objective 
is nearing attainment, namely 
that the South Vietnamese will 
be able to determine their own 
political future." 


But it was in Vietnam policy 


that the White House officials 
acknowledged 
an 
effort 
had 


fallen short—obtaining the re- 
lease of American 
prisoners 


held by North Vietnam. 


In pridefully underlining the 


relaxation 
of 
tensions 
with 


China the statement reviewed 
the steps involved, beginning 
with Nixon's advocacy—as far 
back as his vice presidential 
day—of a flexible, albeit care- 
ful, policy toward Peking. 


The payoff came, the review 


said, with "the dramatic an- 
nouncement on July 15 that he 
(Nixon) 
would 
visit 
the 


People's 
Republic 
of 
China 


," The review was perhaps as 


notable for what it didn't deal 
with, or the areas barely men- 
tioned, as for accomplishments 
listed. 


There was nothing said con- 


cerning Nixon's problems in 
Laos and Cambodia, nor of U.S. 
disputes with Chile and Cuba. 


And, against the seven para- 


graphs devoted to China policy, 
only two were written about 


U.S.-European 
relations 
and 


none concerned Canada. 


Nixon faced serious overseas 


economic 
problems 
in 1971, 


mostly due to hangovers from 
the previous administration, the 
review said, adding: 


When 
his 
early 
solutions 


weren't working fast or well 
enough, he suspended the con- 
vertibility of dollars into gold, 
imposed a 10-per-cent surtax on 
imports and demanded reform 
of the world monetary system. 


According to Klein, MacGre- 


gor and the review's authors, 
the 
President 
has 
achieved 


many 
of his 
goals 
or 
has 


opened negotiations on others, 
including a revaluation of world 
currencies, devaluation of the 
dollar, new trade policies and a 
turning of the adverse Ameri- 
can trade and balance-of-pay- 
ments positions. 


Major gains were claimed for 


the United States in negotia- 
tions for a strategic arms limi- 
tation agreement with the So- 
viet Union and in opening a po- 
tentially large Russian market 
for U.S. agriculture. 


The signing of the four -party 


treaty on Berlin and the treaty 
to give Okinawa back to Japan 
were also noted as signaling 
Strong successes for U.S. for- 
eign policy. 


Klein would not admit when 


questioned that the U.S. posi- 
tion in the recent India-Paki- 
stan war was a setback for 
American diplomacy, although 
"it is not a plus" anytime fight- 
ing breaks out. 


He also said there was no 


failure in U.S. Mideast policy in 
spite of the inability of the ad- 
ministration to bring about its 
year-long effort for an interim 
settlement between the Arabs 
and Israelis.

in Minneapolis in 1930. Eleven 
years later Hogan won the 
Open at Riviera in Los Angeles 
with 276, a score subsequently 
bettered by Nicklaus and Lee 
Trevino with 275. 


Jones, 
however, played in 


only a few selected tourna- 
ments a year and lacked the 
challenge of tough year-around 
competition. Also, he played 
with wooden-shafted clubs on 
courses which had not been 
barbered to foster low scores 
for crowd appeal. 


"Bob Jones was supreme," 


said Francis Ouimet, the schol- 
arly Bostonian whose 1913 
triumph over England's Harry 
Vardon and Ted Ray is credit- 
ed with triggering the golfing 
explosion in the United States.

The suit, filed by Thurman 


Ragar and Marie A. Ferrara of 
Pine Bluff, alleged the com- 
panies violated the Sherman 
Antitrust Act and the Clayton 
Antitrust Act, which regulate 
trusts and monoplices. 


Named as defendants were T. 


J. Raney & Sons Inc. Stephens 
Inc., Powell and Satterfield Inc., 
and W. H. Satterfield. 


The suit said that bids were 


taken Nov. 23 at Public auction 
for the purchase of the bonds. 
Raney & Sona and Stephens sub- 
mitted a joint low bid of 5.4 per 
cent, the suit said, and Powell 
and Satterfield and W. H. Sat- 
terfield submitted a joint low 
bid of 5.395 per cent. 


The suit said the defendants 


conspired to submit a bid that 
demanded a higher interest rate 
on the bonds than was indicated 
in their fair market value. It 
asks the court to award about 
$1.5 million in damages to the 
taxpayers of Pine Bluff, and 
that the court order that the 
money be used to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds, which in ef- 
fect would mean that the four 
dealers would be forced to pay 
themselves the interest on the 
bonds. 


The suit charged the fair 


market price for the bonds was 
4.5 per cent. 


The bonds were issued for 30 


years and the plaintiffs alleged 
that by accepting the 5.395 bid, 
Pine Bluff officials cost taxpay- 
ers more than $500,000.

Pleads No 
Contest 


Loan Folks Irked 
by Suggestions

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


savings and loan people are 
getting a bit irritated by sug- 
gestions 
from 
the 
adminis- 


tration, economists and retai- 
lers that business conditions 
might improve if people saved 
less and spent more. 


Behind those suggestions is 


the assumption that if the con- 
sumer reduces his rate of sav- 
ings he will pump billions of 
dollars into the economy. In- 
stead, the savings rate remains 
close to 8 per cent. 


That percentage, which re- 


lates to the amount of take- 
home pay-rafter taxes, that 
is—is unusually high. In 1960, 
for example, it was less than 5 
per cent, and as recently as 
1969 it was at a more "normal" 
6 per cent. 


If that rate comes 
down, 


business goes up, some people 
assume. And that is what both- 
ers the U.S. Savings and Loan 
league. It contends that such 
thinking is too simplistic. 


"There's been so much con- 


cern in recent months about the 
need 
from 
more 
consumer 


spending—and less saving—that 
it's easy to believe that money 
in savings accounts simply is 
locked in vaults, where it does 
no good," the league com- 
ments. 


"The fact that the money you 


put in your savings account 
does as much for the economy 
as money spent directly for 


consumer goods and services." 


Savings 
and 
loan 
associ- 


ations, it reminds us, fuel the 
housing boom as well as assist 
in commercial and industrial 
developments, churches, shop- 
ping centers, urban renewal 
projects and hotels. 


One corollary to the rise in 


savings during 1971 was a ten- 
dency of households to redeem 
their mutual fund shares, and 
some of that money seems to 
have gone into savings ac- 
counts. 


It may be difficult to prove 


this contention, but it does 
seem reasonable that in times 
of economic uncertainty, such 
as in 1971, small 
investors 


would look for safety rather 
than equity—and almost noth- 
ing is safer than the bank. 


Nevertheless, the Investment 


Company Institute, which rep- 
resents most of the large mu- 
tual funds, feels that the rela- 
tive disfavor into which their 
product has fallen is tempora- 
ry. 


"Next year," it says, "it is 


estimated that the rate of sav- 
ings will decline somewhat, and 
the composition of savings will 
change. 


"In 1972, for example, the net 


increase in savings deposits is 
forecast to rise more slowly 
than this year, while new mon- 
ey flows into mutual funds un- 
doubtedly will be significantly 
larger."

SAIGON ( A P ) — The South 


Vietnamese

rested in the CIA's Phoenix 
program. 


Government spokesman Vu 


Khanh said the prisoners would 
be freed on Christmas Day at 
various points throughout South 
Vietnam. He said none of them 
had been brought to trial, and 
the longest any had been held 
was six months. 


"They were imprisoned be- 


cause they were suspected ene- 
my sympathizers or helpers," 
said Khanh.

SHORT RIBS 


Although hypoglycemia, or 


low 
blood 
sugar, 
can 
be 


caused by a tumor of the in- 
sulin producing cells or var- 
ious disorders of the glands 
or liver the most common 
symptoms related to low 
blood sugar are on an entire- 
ly different basis. The com- 
mon variety of "functional 
hypoglycemia" is often asso- 
ciated ' with acid stomach, 
and unwise eating habits. 


Underlying this e n t i r e 


mechanism is the normal re- 
sponse of the body to an in- 
creased level of glucose sug- 
ar in the blood. As the glucose 
rises the pancreas 
starts 


pouring out more insulin, the 
insulin is to help clear the 
blood by facilitating the stor- 
age of blood sugar as fat or 
storage of carbohydrates in 
the 
muscles. This is the 


normal action of insulin. 


The problem is that if the 


rise in blood sugar is too 
high the body may overdo 
the production of insulin and 
as it clears the blood of ex- 
cess sugar it does too good 
a job, causing hypoglycemia. 
We call this reaction to a 
high blood sugar a "rebound 
reaction." 


As the blood sugar falls the 


familiar sensations of fast 
heart, nervousness, sweat- 
ing and even mental con- 
fusion results. These are the 
results of the outpouring of 
adrenalin. 


The overproduction of in- 


sulin also affects the stom- 
ach. It causes the stomach to 
form more acid, creating 
hunger and 
symptoms of 


acidity. 
The person with 


these problems soon learns 
that the symptoms can be re- 
lieved by eating, and usually 
he eats something sweet. 


Curiously enough, the stim- 


ulation of the vagus nerve 
that stimulates the stomach 
to form acid-pepsin juice 
also stimulates the body to 
produce insulin. Thus the 
person w i t h 
hyperacidity 


problems 
often 
has over- 


production of insulin as an 
added feature of his illness. 


Treatment of the hyper- 


acjdity condition, with medi- 
cines that block the vagus 
nerve (and cause dry mouth) 
also blocks the stimulation 
to form excess amounts of 
insulin, thus relieving both 
the problems of acidity and 
hypoglycemia. Inhibiting the 
formation of excess acid- 
pepsin juice and excess in- 
sulin eliminates the factors 
that cause hunger and over- 
eating. The reverse is also 
true, if excess production of 
insulin can be prevented it 
will relieve symptoms of
